Remarks 



The above-referenced patent application has been reviewed in light of the Office Action, 
dated March 23, 2005, in which claims 1-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Doiron (US Patent 5,968,197 hereinafter "Doiron"). In response, 
Applicants and the Examiner conducted an Examiner Interview on June 7, 2005. The substance 
of the discussions between Applicants and the Examiner during the Interview will be captured in 
an Examiner Interview summary to be submitted by the Examiner. 

Current Status of Claims : 

With this amendment, claims 1-13 and 15-24 remain pending. Applicants have canceled 
claim 14 and offer to amend claims 1, 7, 13 and 15-18 as presented above. Support for these 
amendments can be found in the original specification, claims and/or figures. In this regard, no . 
new matter has been introduced. 

Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. S 102(b) : 

Applicants thank the Examiner for agreeing during the Interview that claims 1, 7, 13 and 
18, as amended above, are not anticipated by the prior art of record (Doiron). In addition, 
Applicants note that claims 2-6, 8-12, 15-17 and 19-24 each depend firom one of independent 
claims 1, 7, 13 or 18. Thus, Applicants respectfiiUy request that Examiner withdraw the 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) rejection of independent claims 1, 7, 13, and 18 and dependent claims 2-6, 8-12, 
15-17 and 19-24.

For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicants respectfully submit that claims J -13 and 
15-24, as selectively amended, are in condition for allowance and such action is eamestly 
solicited.
